Why has the U. N. failed? Why are places like the Congo still in the state 
of chaos even after so-called U. N. aid? Are there logical reasons? Examining the 
recent Congo situation, we find that last year public opinion was aroused by a 
growing unrest in the African colonies. Spurred on by a feeling of nationalism, 
and encouraged by Russia, who hoped to open a new path to communistic world 
dominance, they demanded independence. In the Congo, following the outbreak 
of a rebellion by Congolese soldiers, Belgian forces invaded the now independent 
state, and Premier Patrice Lumumba appealed to the U. N. for military as¬ 
sistance. Dag Hammarskjold insisted on a strict code of neutrality, and when 
the U. N. thus refused to take any military action against the Belgians, Lumumba 
turned to Russia. Kasavubu, president of the Congo, resented the Soviet inter¬ 
vention and regarded it as an act of aggression. Thus, the Congo plunged into 
complete disorder. 

Knowing that it is better to educate people on the ideals of government, than 
to encourage the growth of militaristic states, Dag Hammarskjold took the only

reasonable course of action possible. How¬ 
ever, because no route of military inter¬ 
vention was taken, the U. N. failed to 
accomplish its objective — a peaceful 
government in the Congo.

Fordham Offers to 
Pupils Wide Choice 

The School of Education is one of eight schools and colleges 
which comprise Fordham University. This Catholic institution is 
conducted by the Jesuits. It is located in the City Hall Division 
and can be reached conveniently by most New York subway and 
elevated lines. 

Undergraduate and graduate students receive instruction in 
this School of Education. Besides training men and women in the 
important field of teaching, it also offers students with other inter¬ 
ests training for law, social work, laboratory science and graduate 
work in the sciences and humanities. 

Evening and Saturday sessions are opened to both men and 
women and offer courses leading to the degrees of Bachelor of 
Science or Bachelor of Science in Education, Master of Arts or 
Master of Science in Education, and Doctor of Philosophy in 
Education. The courses offered and the degrees awarded satisfy 
the requirements for teaching and administrative certificates in 
either the elementary or secondary field. In addition to the sched¬ 
uled evening and Saturday courses, Fordham University also con¬ 
ducts a day session. This session provides a course of study either 
to the degree of Bachelor of Science or Bachelor of Science in 
Education. The day session program makes it possible for the 
student to satisfy the requirements in English, history, social 
studies, language, theology, philosophy, science, speech and edu¬ 
cation in a minimum amount of time. Ample opportunity is 
likewise provided after freshman year for a concentration in the 
student’s major and minor fields. The University provides stu¬ 
dents with library and bookstore facilities plus biology, chemistry 
and physic labs. Extracurricular organizations include: plays 
and concerts, debates and election campaigns, language clubs and 
science forums, beach parties and tea dances, weekly newspapers 
and monthly magazine. 

All applicants for admission to the freshman class are required 
to take College Boards. Also a detailed record of their high school 
work must be submitted. This record must represent sixteen units 
distributed over four full years.
